Fluxsymphony #1 (“Anarchy”): 

Symphony #7 for Orchestra Each orchestral family selects, by consen- 
sus of its personnel, a first movement 

of a symphony to perform (e.g. strings: Brahms 4th; woodwinds: Mendelsohn 
4th [“Italian”]; brass: Tchaikovsky 4th; percussion: Saint-Saens 3rd [“Organ”]). 
The conductor finds a tempo that accommodates most, if not all, of the selected 
works whilst s/he beats time with some expression. 

Both conductor and orchestra perform the symphony together. 

Fluxsymphony #2 (“Anarcho-chaos”): 

Symphony #8 for Orchestra 

Each orchestral section selects, by consensus of its personnel, a first movement 
of a symphony to perform (e.g. 1st violins: Still 1st [“Afro-American”], 2nd 
violins: Mendelsohn 4th [“Italian”], violas: Brahms 4th, cellos: Harris 3rd, basses: 
Schubert 8th [“Unfinished”], harp: Tchaikovsky Manfred Symphony; winds and 
percussion: consider each section instrument as a section [e.g. flutes; not flute 1, 
flute 2; timpani or tam-tam, but not both]). 

The conductor selects a reasonable tempo and beats time. 

Along with the orchestra, they perform the symphony. 

Fluxsymphony #3 (“Chaos”): 

Symphony #9 for Orchestra 

Each orchestral performer select, by personal choice, a first movement 
of a symphony to perform. 

The conductor chooses a tempo and simply beats time. 

The performers perform the symphony the best they can.
